To the Inhabitants of the Town of Marlow in the County 
of Cheshire in said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Jones Hall in said 
Marlow, on Tuesday, the 11th day of March, next, at ten o’clock 
in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


Article 1. To choose a Town Clerk for the year ensuing. 


Article 2. To choose a Selectman for the three years 
ensuing. 


Article 3. To choose all other necessary Town Officers 
for the year ensuing. 


Article 4. To raise or appropriate such sums of money 
as may be necessary for the maintenance of the poor. 


Article 5. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray Town charges. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will apply for Class Five 
money known as T.R.A., and raise the sum of $297.02 and the 
State will contribute $1,188.06. 


Article 7. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary for the repair of Highways and Bridges. 


Article 8. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary for Town Library. 


Article 9. To raise and appropriate such sums of money 
as may be necessary for the observance of Memorial Day. 


Article 10. To raise and appropriate such sums of money 
as may be necessary for the observance of Old Home Day. 
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Article 11. To see if the Town will authorize the Select- 
men to borrow money by temporary loans in anticipation of 
taxes. 


Article 12. To authorize Tax Collector to give 2 per cent 
cash discount on all property taxes, both real and personal, 
for payment made on or before July 30 of year due. 


Article 138. To see if Town will vote to raise such sums 
of money as may be necessary to improve Town Cemeteries. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $26.00 for the Monadnock Region 
Association. 


Article 15. To see if the Town will authorize the Select- 
men to sell or administer all real estate acquired by the Town 
through Tax Collector’s deeds. 


Article 16. To see if the Town will vote to accept Ceme- 
tery Trust Fund of F. B. Farley, $150.00, for the purpose of 
caring for the Lucius P. Farley lot. 


Article 17. To see what action the Town will take in 
regard to those items in the Town Budget not covered by the 
preceding articles. 


Article 18. To see if the Town will vote to petition the 
State Tax Commission t6 have an audit made by the Division 
of Municipal Accounting and to make an appropriation to 
cover cost of such audit. 


Article 19. To see of the Town will authorize the Select- 
men to publish all delinquent dog taxes in Town Report. 


Article 20. To see if the Town will authorize the Select- 
men and Road Agent to itemize all the expenditures, showing 
on what roads the money was spent and in what amounts. 


To see if the Voters will vote to have the real 
estate appraisals published in Town Reports.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


———————— 


To the School Board and Citizens of Marlow. 


In herewith submit my second annual report as Superin- 
tendent of Schools: 


Considerable concern is being shown throughout the nation 
over the shortage of capable teachers for our schools. Practically 
every magazine and daily paper has articles and editorials on 
this subject, stressing the major causes and outlining methods 
of alleviating the condition. If the public had been willing to 
recognize this problem a generation ago we might have suf- 
ficient teachers today to fill our classrooms. 


The teacher-situation in New Hampshire is worse than 
last year, and the outlook for the future is no better. Only 
a few prospective teachers are enrolled at the Teachers Col- 
leges, despite large numbers in attendance. 


The State Board of Education is sponsoring a new State 
Aid plan which should, if passed by the legislature, do much 
to relieve the towns of excessive property taxation for school 
purposes. The plan has been presented to our public press 
and should be familiar to every citizen. 


We are fortunate in having two experienced teachers to 
earry on the school this year. Mrs. Gill taught here previously 
and Mrs. Brown taught in Chesterfield. Both have returned 
to teaching to help out in this emergency period 
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BUILDING AND EQUIPMENT 


During the summer the cap area of the school was insulated. 
This helps greatly in maintaining an even temperature within 
the building, and should result in a saving of fuel as well. 


Swings have been installed in the school yard, and a slide 
purchased for the use of the younger children during the 
warmer weather. The school yard is very inadequate for 
the number of children attending school. Educational 
authorities advocate at least an acre of land for each school- 
room in a building. Considerable thought should be given 
to this matter with the purchase of additional land near the 
present grounds as an ultimate goal. 


The school board has spent considerable time trying to 
get water into the school. Several sources have been investi- 
gated but do not seem feasible. The special appropriation 
made last year is being kept for this purpose, and it is hoped 
will be added to this year so that the much needed water can 
be piped into the school.

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HEALTH 


Health inspection in Marlow showed the following defects 
and corrections: 


50 pupils were inspected. 

5 pupils were underweight. 

1 pupil showed defective teeth—uncorrected. 

34 pupils were in need of dental care. 

2 pupils were advised to have throat and nose examination 
by a physician. 


A dental clinie was held October 2, 1946, with work done 
as follows: 


Number of pupils treated 17 
Number of pupils having teeth cleaned 12 
Number of silver fillings 2 
Number of porcelain fillings 4 
Number of extractions 25 


3 pupils had teeth cared for by own dentists. 


Third grade and new pupils were given audiometer test— 
all were found to have normal hearings 


Toxoid clinics were held May 9 and June 10, 1946. 28 
pupils were innoculated. 

Tuberculosis patch tests were given to 33 pupils September 
16, 1946. All tests were negative. 

The attendance record was not quite as good last year 
as the year previous. This is due to a very few children who 
are irregular in attendance, or whose parents do not appreciate 
the necessity for regularity.

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HELP YOUR FOREST FIRE WARDEN PREVENT FIRES—IT PAYS! 


The prevention of forest fires is the most important and difficult 
. part of the work of your forest fire warden who heads a local organi- 
zation set up primarily for the security of your community’s forest 
property. The importance and value of the work of the forest fire 
warden and his deputies is, perhaps, best appreciated during hazardous 
periods when fire danger is greatest. The public, however, looks to him at 
all times for speedy and economical suppression of going fires 


To property fulfill his mission, the warden needs the generous and 
understanding cooperation of the public at large. He attempts to secure 
this cooperation by the posting of caution notices, news items and by 
word of mouth, always carefully explaining the necessity of restrictions 
imposed. In the matter of giving cooperation, however, the public often 
fails. The record shows that an average of 7,300 acres of woodland 
are burned over by forest fires in New Hampshire each year. Analysis 
of fire causes reveal the fact that more than 98 percent of all forest 
fires are, consistently, the result of human. carelessness and are pre- 
ventable. 


The careless smoker fails to properly extinguish his cigar, cigarette 
or pipe ashes or thoughtilessly throws them from the car window; the 
debris burner fails or refuses to consult the warden, as the law requires 
when the ground is not covered with snow, before attempting to burn; 
campers fail to properly extinguish their fires or frequently build fires 
when conditions are unfavorable. 


Remember these rules: 

1. Use ordinary common sense with fire in "ele near woodland. 

2. Comply with requirements on the use of fire in and near 
woodland and when the ground is not covered with snow, 
secure written permission to burn from the forest fire 
warden. 

3. Be careful when smoking in or near woodlands. Don’t throw 
lighted material from moving vehicles. 

4. Cooperate with and assist the warden and urge others to 
do so. 

5. HELP YOUR FOREST FIRE WARDEN PREVENT FIRES— 
his efforts are only as effective as is the cooperation you give 
him!
